A special town meeting has been called for 
a week from Monday night at 7.45 to act 
upon a warrant consisting of ten articles, 
dealing mainly with the relief of the unem- 
ployed. A total of $32,000 in new appropria- 
tions is being asked, and there is an additional 
request for $1,665.27 to be appropriated from 
the unexpended balances of Articles 8 and 9, 
There is also an article asking that the town 
adopt Sections 21 to 25 inclusive of Chapter 
136, General Laws, making it lawful to take 
any athletic outdoor sport 


The first six articles were contained in a 
petition filed with the Board of Selectmen on 
September 13 by William A, G. Kidd, who 
thus becomes responsible for his second town 
meeting of the year, The Board of Public 
Works petitioned for the transfer of the un- 
expended balances. Fabien Matton and 
others petitioned for the appropriation of 
$2,000 to cover the cost of material for the 
extension of the water main along Beacon 
street to the property of Louis Cyr. John 
Mullen and others signed the Sunday Sports 
petition 

Kidd’s petition asked first for the transfer 
of $10,000 or any part of this amount from 
reserve fund to the Board of Public 
Welfare. The Finance committee recently 
recommended the transfer of $5000 from this 
fund to the Welfare department, and the 
transfer has already been entered on the 
An out-and-out appropriation of 
$20,000 is asked in the second article to be 
spent by the Board of Public Works, The 
third article would have the prevailing rate 
of town wages apply to all town work, Article 
four would have the town vote that the 
Board of Public Works spend two-thirds of 
its money now on hand, and Article five 
would have the town adopt a forty-hour, 
five-day week 

Kidd presented his petition Monday fol- 
lowing a month of signature gathering. His 
goal had been set at 500 but when the 
check-up was made only 81 names were 
found valid. The additional necessary signa 
tures were secured the next day, 

The directors of the Taxpayers’ association 
met last night and went over the articles 
in the warrant, It was decided to send a 
communication to every taxpayer in town, 
earnestly advising them to attend and to be 
prepared to vote on the various articles. 
At the meeting George B. Frost was elected 
a delegate to the ‘Taxpayers’ association 
Conference in Worcester September 23, The 
association directors will meet again next 
Tuesday.
